In addition, the small Honda generator the club 
invested in, provides us with enough power to run all club radios in a port- 
able environment, is easier to transport, and more reliable than the older 
equipment it replaced. The older equipment served the club well in the past, 
but with anything of a mechanical nature, age takes its toll, and at some 
point must be repaired or replaced to ensure our capabilities. 

The AARA’s cooperation with Red Cross is a benefit to both and our 
continued cooperation will be of great benefit to the AARA and its mem- 
bers. As the ideas come to fruition, the club will be able to do things with 
greater ease than in the past, and possibly allow us to do things we were not 
able to do in the past. The more work days held and the more participation 
involved will get us there much sooner. 

The future addition of the UHF repeater to the AARA’s repeater group 
will not only provide an additional repeater for operators in the area to use, 
but the potential to connect it to the Louisiana Link System will increase the 
functionality of this system by filing a void in our area. We not only en- 
hance our capability, but the capability of this statewide system. 

Through the next year, we will continue to look for ways to improve club 
capability by clearing out dormant inventory, repurposing items that are still 
functional, and, if necessary, discuss the acquisition of additional equipment 
that fits the need. We will also look to increase club activities to allow 
members to share or improve their skills and be a valuable resource for new 
operators. The more capable the club is, the more we can do. The more we 
can do, the more opportunity you will have to be an active club member.

KFSBET. 

Treasurer’s Report: 

Jackie Wallace, KF5PCH, motioned to 
forgo treasury report for the July General 
Meeting until next month (as Archie Hill 
was not able to attend the meeting); Paula 
Romero, KF5CNS, seconded. 

Old Business: 
SkyWarn Classes - Mark mentioned the 
SkyWarn classes, and for anyone inter- 
ested, it was going to be held at the Red 
Cross building. The date was still undeter- 
mined; Herman offered to email club defi- 
nite details. 
Lydia Repeater - After acquisition of the 
Lydia repeater, Mark announced it is now 
in the Monday Night Net repeater rotation 
schedule, bringing the total number of re- 
peaters in the rotation to four. The repeater 
schedule can be found in the LARC. 
Field Day - Ric Wallace, KFSKEL, said 
those at the Farmer’s Market were happy 
with the club and the club’s Field Day 
presence. They have invited the club to 
have Field Day there next year. Mark said 
he spoke to a few people from the general 
public who were interested in the event. 
Glen Thibodeaux, KF5FNP, suggested bet- 
ter/more signs to direct people from 
Farmer’s Market entrance to the actual 
spot of operation. There was no shortage of 
rain this past Field Day! 
There were approximately 40 club mem- 
bers + family in attendance, for a total of 
70 people. Many thanks to those who came 
early to help set-up and stay late to help 
take down. The club was well stocked with 
equipment. We had a satellite club link-up 
(Thanks, Paul!). There was not a visit 
from an elected official or service organi- 
zation, and we didn’t get a satellite QSL. 
There was, however, an education activity 
(MESH Network was one of them), and 
our youth element was established. Had 
plenty of go-to station contacts. 


July 2, 2015 


Within half the time, the club was within 
30 contacts of our grand total from last 
year’s Field Day. Ric - KF5KEL spoke a 
bit about the club’s Field Day classifica- 
tion - 2A vs. 4A. The club assumed classi- 
fication 3A the previous year. He said 4A 
is doable for the club. He said his com- 
puter interface died during Field Day. He 
mentioned that no rigs were seen inactive 
at any time throughout the course of the 
event—there were no lack of operators. 
Larry shared that the club made 922 con- 
tacts this year. He said the club made 950 
last year, yet we only operated about half 
the time we did as last year due to inclem- 
ent weather. Overall successful Field Day. 

Old Unfinished Businesss: 
Club Logo - All entries have been submit- 
ted for club logo change. Designs will be 
presented at the August meeting and the 
club will vote yes or no for the change. 
Club Certificate - Can’t move forward 
until the logo is confirmed. After which, 
certificate will be finalized and recipients 
suggested. 
Red Cross Building - Glen spoke of what 
still needs to be finished on the building, 
including cleaning the gutters, trimming 
the trees, and the roof still needs to be 
fixed. He said another work afternoon of 
fixing lights and ceiling panels, and putting 
up antennas, is in the future. Glen said he 
would send out an email to the club with 
the official workday details. 

New Business: 

Sulfur Affiliate Club - Jim Bookter - 
NSNVP, spoke about the Sulfur Club as a 
possible affiliate club. They are a rising 
club, now with twelve members. He men- 
tioned that there are 37 active affiliated 
clubs in Louisiana, four of which are 
ARRL Special Service Clubs. 
Club Inventory - The fate of unused club 
inventory is still undecided. Mark pro- 
posed a few items for sale; to be donated; 
auctioned; etc. He said if selling AMOS is 
still an option, we should do it while it’s 
still of some value. It was used once this 
past year—the insurance is too expensive 
considering how infrequently it’s used. 
Jackie - KF5PCH motioned to approve the 
sale of Amos; Bob - K5IVR seconded and 
all approved. Mark mentioned that the By- 
laws state that club inventory is to be of- 
fered to club members before the general 
public. Tom Dischler - WSOHJ made a 
motion to sell AMOS for a minimum of 
$1500. Jackie - KF5PCH seconded. 


Ric suggested putting an ad on the 
reflector, to all club members, regarding 
the sale of AMOS. It was also decided that 
club members can solicit offers from non- 
members. Ric motioned for the idea; Tom 
seconded. Dave Redfearn - N4ELM, 
asked what club officer is the final 
authority to agree to the sale, not solely for 
AMOS, but for any inventory. Tom also 
mentioned the possibility of DMV legality 
entanglements regarding title transfer. 
Jackie asked about equipment on AMOS. 
Mark confirmed there is equipment on 
AMOS but it is not part of the sale. Other 
inventory items for sale include a gasoline 
generator (in need of repair), since we now 
have the new Honda generator. Ric 
motioned to remove the generator from 
inventory; Paul McCasland - KSKNY, 
seconded. Mark said that since Danny - 
KDS5JSM has housed the generator for so 
long, he would like to donate it to him.

He said 
there is also a smaller generator inside club 
locker at Danny’s that is used to run AC. 
It is assumed to be a 3k. He suggested the 
starting selling price to be $50 AS JS.

WSOHJ seconded. Mark asked for a 
motion to remove the Duson repeater. 
Kathy Daigle - KD5TJZ, made a motion 
and Larry - KESKJD seconded. All ap- 
proved.

5th. Mark mentioned our next planned 
special event for the club is the Tour du 
Teche three months from now. Mr. Mark 
is looking, and accepting suggestions, for 
ideas for new special events. Danny sug- 
gested the Tabasco anniversary event at 
Avery Island. 

Presentation - Paul K5VSH had planned 
to do a presentation (with handouts) about 
helping new operators choose their best 
antenna. The presentation was put on hold 
until another time due to meeting running 
long. 

Tom WSOHJ motioned to adjourn the 
meeting and was seconded by Jackie 
KF5PCH. All agreed.

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AARA Board Meeting - July 2, 2015 


A board meeting was held at the Red Cross Building at 6:00 pm prior to the July AARA General Meeting for 
July. The following Items were discussed during the meeting. 

1. AMOS: The vehicle is becoming a liability for the club. Maintenance for the van has been removed from the 
budget and it is no longer registered or insured. The board decided it would be best to sell the van now before 
it degrades any further and won’t be worth anything. Glen - KFSFNP, stated the van was worth approxi- 
mately $1500.00. Mark - W5GTI, suggested the board authorize the selling of the van at the general meeting. 
The process for selling would be as follows: 

a. Receive approval to sell the van. 

b. Offer the van to any club member with a starting price of $1500.00. If no club member is interested, 
the van would then be offered to the general public with a selling price of $1500.00. 

c. The funds of the sale would be deposited into the general fund for club use. 

2. Liquidation of various pieces of equipment no longer used. 

A. Small generator. There is a small generator in the club storage unit. This unit was used to 
power the A/C unit in Amos. Ric - KF5KEL, suggested auctioning off the generator with a 
minimum bid of $50.00 “as-is”. The condition of the generator is not known at this time. 

B. The old 146.820 repeater. This repeater was functioning when removed from service, but it 
has also been in several for a long time and is quite out of date. There are no cans and it is a 
analog system. The radios are Motorola. 

C. A 2 element 40m beam. This beam is not used and the last time it was used, it was dangerous 
to put up and ran high SWR readings. Not sure who owns or donated this antenna. Will have 
to do some investigation on this antenna before anything is done. 

D. The large Onan generator on a trailer. This generator needs repair since it will only run for a 
little while before dying. It is not clear whether it is a carburetor or an ignition problem. The 
suggestion was made to donate it to Danny - KD5JSM, since he has stored the club equip- 
ment for many years. All agreed. 

3. MFJ donated a tripod base for our fiberglass portable mast. We need to add this item to the inventory list. It is 
currently located on the antenna trailer. Model #1921. 

4. There are also some general items that can be auctioned off. The board will discuss what items can be auc- 
tioned. 

5. Windows 2000 computer was located in AMOS. This computer is bad. Larry asked what to do with it. The 
computer is dead and did not run correctly. It was decided to install Linux on it and put it at Red Cross as a 
club computer along with the radio setup. 

6. If a member would like to borrow club equipment, a simple majority from the board members will need to ap- 
prove before the equipment can be loaned out. Danny will not be able to loan out equipment. The board will 
approve the distribution of equipment. Once approval is done, Abbi will note who has the equipment and will 
also check the equipment back in. There was mention of some currently some missing equipment that needs 
to be tracked down. Larry will work on finding the missing equipment. 

7. Larry - KESKJD suggested the club possibly purchase a 10m beam. If we had a beam, there would have been 
much more contacts from Field Day. The board agreed to ask for a donation of the beam utilizing Herman’s 
email reflector. 

8. Glen - KFS5FNP suggested the club purchase a “good” watt meter such as a Bird. Larry suggested the club pur- 
chase a wattmeter that is more simple to use if the club general membership is going to use this equipment. 
Ric suggested a digital wattmeter. The board agreed to research this purchase prior to bringing the motion to 
the general club. Ric - KESKEL and Larry - KES5KJD will research what is available. 


Tom W5OHJ made a motion to adjourn and Ric KF5KEL seconded. All agreed. The meeting was adjourned.

Ingredients: 
4 large bell peppers 1 can crushed tomatoes -- 
2 1/2 cups cooked white or brown rice (14.5-0z.) 
slow-cooked or one 15.5-ounce 1/2 tsp. ground cumin 
1 1/2 cup slow-cooked or one 15.5- 1/4 tsp. dried oregano 
ounce can red kidney beans 1/2 tsp. sugar 
drained and rinsed salt and freshly ground black 
1 cup tomato salsa pepper 


3 scallions - chopped 


Directions: 

Use red, green, or yellow bell peppers and hot or mild salsa, according 
to your preference. Slow Cooker Size: 5 1/2 to 6 qt. Cook Time: 4 hours and 
setting: low. Cut the tops off the bell peppers, save them for later use, and 
remove and discard the seeds and membranes. Arrange the peppers upright 
in a5 1/2- to 6-qt. slow cooker. In a medium-size mixing bowl, combine the 
rice, beans, salsa, and scallions and season with salt and 
pepper to taste. Mix well. Fill the pepper cavities evenly 
with the rice mixture, packing it lightly. Replace the pep- 
per tops. In the same bowl, combine the tomatoes, cumin, 
oregano, and sugar and season with salt and pepper to 
taste. Pour over and around the peppers in the slow 
cooker. Cover and cook on low for 4 hours, until the pep- 
pers are fork-tender but still hold their shape. Serve hot.
